The Western Suburbs Municipal 
Association could be a strong force in 
the further development of this sector 
of Melbourne. It appears that in spite of 
its name, it now includes only the muni- 
cipalities of Sunshine, Footscray, Wil- 
liamstown,. Altona and the Shire’ of 
Werribee. 

. The north western suburbs group, 
under the” leadership of Cr. Allen, 
Mayor of Keilor, is reported to be work- 
ing extremely well. - 

In addition, there is the Western 
Suburbs Industries Association, with 
rather less defined limits. 

These bodies all have for their main 
aim the advancement of the western 
area of Melbourne, dnd some co-opera- 
tion is essential. . 

The detailed aims of the Western: 
Suburbs Association, ’so far as they have 
been disclosed, are largely acceptable. 
generalities. There could be controversy 
‘over the itenis, General Redevelopment 
and the publicity proposal. 

However, the Association will not 
really get off the ground until it 
examines and recommends specific 
proposals for inter council activities, or 
counters with loud voice, any attempt 
to over-ride the area’s interests. 

All councils are very fimited in their 
powers. The Board of Works, the Town 
Planning Authority, the Couritry Roads 
Board’ and existing zoning, leave but a 
limited area for the discretion of the 
Jocal council. 

Within those limits the Altona 
Council and the other municipalities 
must work, Every possible positive step

Tg but George decided 
to stay on with the group, 
so Brian became the rhythm 
man. Although Brian had 
played with groups like the 
Blue Jays (with Bee Gee 
Vince Melouney) .and John- ; 
ny Devlin's backing group, | 
the Jamm played at a few 
dances like White Elephant 
and Penny Lane without 
him until he was complete- 


ly ready to fit’ in. 
And fate decided that 
Brian would never play 


with the Jamm_ because . at 
one practise, there was a 
definite personality clash 
between Brian and another 
member in the group. They 
had different ideas on how 
they should go about creat- 
ing an impact on the pop 
scene,
